The latter waistcoat Is olive green in 
color. conforming to the college regular 
lions, which required either blue gray, 
plain black, "nankeen” —a kind of baff 
—or olive. The coat and breeches which 
originally went with It, as one may 
read In the old time Harvard “ Laws,” 
were blue gray. Freshmen of that data 
were allowed only plain buttonholes, 
sophomores leaped to the dignity of 
having buttons on their cuffs, junior# 
might have Inexpensive frogs to their 
buttonholes except that they might not 
have them on their caff buttonhole* 
and the senior enjoyed frogs, button­ 
holes and buttons complete. 
Seniors 
and juniors were permitted also to 
wear black Oxford gowns, aucb as are 
worn at graduation today, and a “ night 
gown.” or dressing gown, was per* 
mlssible on certain unimportant occa­ 
sions.
